HACERSTOWN. 

Hagerstown  is  the  capital  of  Washington  cowry,  Maryland;  a  city  of  six 
thousand  five  hundred  inhabitants,  and  is  beautifully  located  in  one  of  the 
best  agricultural  districts  in  the  State,  mid  way  between  the  Blue  Ridge 
mountains  on  the  east,  and  the  North  mountain  on  the  west,  and  is  connected 
by  railroads  from  each  part  of  the  compass. 

CUSVIBERLA^D  CITY.  ; 

Cumberland  city,  Maryland,  is  situated  on  the  Potomac  river  in  the  extreme 
western  part  of  the  State,  is  the  capital  of  Allegany  county,  containing  a 
population  of  ten  thousand,  among  whom  are  found  some  of  the  most  enter- 
piising  and  influential  men  of  the  State.  It  is  the  centre  of  the  great 
Bituminous  coal  fields,  which,  in  connection  with  be  extensive  interests  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad,  makes  it  the  second  city  in  the  State  for 
business  and  general  activity,  and  au  admirable  location  for  a  Business 
College. 

LANCASTER  C?TY. 

Lancaster  city,  Pennsylvania,  is  the  capital  of  Lancaster  county,  often  and 
appropriately  called  the  “garden  spot  of  the  United  States.”  The  city  has  a  i 
population  o!  twenty-two  thousand,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  pleas 
ant  towns  in  the  State.

iSourse  or  Instruction. 

The  system  of  instruction  here  pursued,  has  for  its  aim  the  development 
of  the  business  capacity  of  every  student,  by  a  thorough  course  of  seif  train¬ 
ing,  with  the  aid  of  competent  and  experienced  instructors ;  each  student 
receives  individual  instruction,  his  teacher  acting  as  his  guide  and  assistant 
whenever  difficulties  meet  him,  and  by  practical  illustration  removing  the 
same. 

The  following  branches  are  specially  taught  in  the  College: — Book-kaeping 
in  its  various  forms  and  applications ;  Penmanship,  Practical  and  Ornamental ; 
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Business  Calculations,  Mental  and  Written  ;  Business  Forms,  Correspond 
i  noe,  Mercantile  Law,  English  Grammar,  Composition,  Phonography,  and  . 
Telegraphing. 

Students  desiring  to  pursue  any  of  the  higher  Mathematics  or  Classics,  in  ’ 
connection  with  the  Business  Course,  can  enter  the  Hagerstown  Academy  by  j 
special  arrangement. 

Book-Keeping. 

The  science  of  Book-keeping  by  Double  Entry,  is  certainly  a  mosf  beautiful 
one,  and  should  be  understood  by  every  young  man  before  engaging  in 
mercantile  or  other  business  pursuits. 

To  become  a  good  practical  Book  keeper,  requires  not  only  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  principles  on  which  the  theory  is  based,  but  also  a  readi¬ 
ness  and  facility  in  the  practical  application  of  those  principles  to  business. 

The  course  pursued  in  this  department,  is  first  to  explain  tlie  great  funda¬ 
mental  principles  upon  which  the  science  is  based,  and  then  by  a  variety  of 
initiatory  exercises  in  Journalizing,  Closing  Accounts,  Ac.,  thus  illustrating 
principles  and  their  application  to  business,  in  such  a  way  that  the  student 
will  at  once  grasp  a  rational  idea  of  the  theory  of  Book-keeping. 

T  he  next  step  will  be  to  place  him  in  the  position  of  actual  Book  keeper, 
where  he  conducts  numerous  sets  of  books,  ilhr-trating  the  management  of 
accounts  in  all  the  principal  branches  of  business,  under  various  circum¬ 
stances,  both  prosperous  and  adverse,  Individual  and  Partnership,  analizing 
every  transaction  as  he  proceeds,  otherwise  he  makes  no  real  progress,  for 
like  the  Book-keeper  in  the  counting-room,  he  finds  Book-keeping  to  consist 
not  in  copying  printed  forms,  but  that  he  has  use  not  only  for  his  hands  and 
eyes,  but  also  for  his  head.  He  closes  up  his  Books,  draws  off  Balance 
Sheets,  makes  out  Account  Sales,  Accounts  Current,  and  everything  pertaining 
to  actual  business. 

The  course  of  instruction  under  this  head  embraces  Book-keeping  by  Single 
and  Double  Entry,  as  practically  applied  to  the  management  of  accounts  in 
Merchandizing,  Individual  or  Partnership,  Wholesale  or  Retail  Jobbing  and 
Importing,  Manufacturing,  Forwarding.  Commission,  Railroading,  Banking, 
&c.,  including  operations  in  Stocks  and  Real  Estate. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  thoroughly  instruct  the  student  in  all 
approved  labor-saving  forms  of  keeping  accounts,  such  as  combining  the 
Day  Book  and  Journal,  posting  directly  from  the  auxiliaries  to  the  Ledger, 
thus  obviating  all  unnecessary  writing,  and  dispensing  with  the  use  of  the 
Journal. 

Penmanship. 

This  highly  important  art  needs  no  special  comment  to  establish  its  utility. 
All  will  agree,  we  think,  that  a  goed,  expeditious  Hand-writing  is  one  of  the 
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most  important  acquisitions  of  a  Business  Education,  and  should  be  one  of 
the  first  attainments  sought  by  every  business  aspirant. 

No  individual  should  consider  himself  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  of  j 
an  Accountant,  without  being  able  to  write  with  facility  a  free  and  easy 
business  hand. 

The  system  taught  at  this  Institution  is  based  on  rational  philosophical 
principles,  aBd  is  considered  the  most  comp'ehensive,  practical,  and  perfect 
one  yet  introduced,  combining  all  the  essential  qualities — ease,  elegance,  and 
rapidity,  with  thorough  command  of  the  hand  and  pen,  nd  perfect  legibility,  ! 
and  is  taught  by  one  of  the  most  skillful  insriuctois  in  the  United  States.  t 

Arithmetic. 

COMPRISING  EVERY  VARIETY  OF  BUSINESS  CALCULATIONS. 

A  knowledge  of  calculations,  or  the  prac'ical  application  of  Arithmetic  to 
computations  in  business,  is  indispensible  in  all  pursuits. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  this  department  is  most  thorough  and  com¬ 
plete,  embracing  Per  Centage,  Interest,  Discount,  Profit  and  Loss,  Equation 
or  Averaging  Accounts,  Reduction  of  Currencies,  Insurance.  Commission, 
Exchange,  Custom  House  Business,  Partial  Payments  on  Notes  and  Bonds,  1 
with  exercises  in  Compound  Numbers,  Fractions,  &c  ,  introducing  numerous 
abridged  methods  of  Calculation. 

Business  Forms. 

Students  will  have  daily  practice  while  in  the  ‘'Actual  Business  Depart 
ment”  of  making  out  in  proper  form  all  the  various  mercantile  and  business 
papers,  as  Accounts  Current,  Account  Sales,  Bills  of  Lading,  Invoices,  Bills 
of  Exchange,  Drafts,  Orders,  Receipts,  Notes,  Due  Bills,  &c.,  &c.,  with  prac¬ 
tice  in  transferring  all  Negotiable  Instruments. 

Business  Correspondence. 

Every  business  man  should  make  it  a  point  to  secure  a  plain,  clear,  and 
concise  style  of  correspondence. 

The  instruction  under  this  head  will  have  particular  reference  to  concise¬ 
ness  of  language,  Punctuation,  proper  use  of  Capitals,  correct  spelling,  &c. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  instructions  in  this  department,  every  student  not 
familiar  with  English  Grammar  and  Composition  is  required  to  pursue  them 
as  a  regular  study. 

Mercantile  Law. 

In  this  department  “Dean's  Treatise”  on  the  subject  is  used  as  a  text  book, 
in  which  students  are  assigned  regular  recitations,  instead  of  a  few  Lectures 


during  the  course,  as  is  customary  in  most  schools  of  this  order.  The  subjects 
embrace  all  necessary  legal  information  for  a  business  man,  viz:  Contracts 
in  general,  Bailments,  Insurance,  Partnership  Principal  and  Agent,  Mercantile 
Guarantees,  Liens,  Common  Carrie) s,  Joint  Stock  Companies,  and  all  Negoti¬ 
able  Instruments,—  Promissory  Notes,  Bills  of  Exchange,  Foreign  and  Domes, 
tic,  &e.,  and  the  General  Laws  of  Trade  and  Commerce. 

Phonography,

•p  This  art  of  writing  is  daily  becoming  of  more  importance  to  the  business 

!man,  as  well  as  to  the  ‘practical  reporter ,  as  it  is  being  brought  increasingly  into 
actual  use.  The  system  taught  here  is  Pittman’s — now  the  standard  for 
h  reporting — and  special  pains  will  be  taken  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge 
|  of  this  system. 

Telegraphic  Department 

|  The  rapid  increase  of  telegraphic  lines  all  over  the  country  necessarily 
I  causes  an  increased  demand  for  responsible  operators,  both  male  and  female. 
The  facilities  in  this  department  for  imparting  a  thorough  practical  knowl- 
edge  are  of  the  first  order  in  every  particular — it  being  supplied  with  a 
ij  regular  circuit  of  Wire  and  Instruments,  Sound  and  Register.  Students 
receive  special  instruction  in  everything  pertaining  to  the  management  of  an 
|  office — such  as  regulating  a  Battery,  keeping  Books,  making  out  Statements, 

y  &c. ,  &c. 

Actual  Business. 

I 

In  this  department  students  are  required  to  put  theory  into  practice, 
[J  through  legitimate  Offices  and  Counting-Houses,  representing  departments  in 
a  Trade  and  Commerce,  and  a  regular  Bank  of  Deposit  and  Issue  with  a  work- 
1  ing  capital  of  $100,000,  (consisting  of  finely  engiaved  Bank  Bills,)  in  which 
they  fill  in  turn  the  different  positions  of  Bank  Officers  and  Clerks:  thus 
making  them  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  daily  routine  of  that  which 
|j  pet  tains  to  real  business. 

Examinations. 

Every  student  is  frequently  examined  during  the  Course,  both  as  a  review 
of  his  progress  and  as  affording  favorable  opportunities  for  explanation  of 
any  points  that  have  not  been  fully  comprehended ;  and  no  one  is  allowed  to 
proceed  in  his  course  w  ithout  first  having  acquired  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
those  portions  over  which  he  has  passed. 

Graduation  and  Diploma. 

At  the  close  of  the  prescribed  Course,  each  student  is  examined  by  the 
Faculty,  in  presence  of  an  Examining  Committee,  and  if  found  competent  to 
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discharge  tbe  duties  of  the  Counting-Room,  will  receive  a  beautifully  engraved 
Diploma  with  seal  of  College  attached. 

Ladies  not  Excluded. 

The  principal  aim  of  education  should  be  to  qualify  men  and  women  for 
performing  correctly  and  understanding^  the  practical  duties  of  life,  and 
adding  an  influence  for  good  to  society.  It  is  generally  acknowledged  that 
the  women  of  our  country  have  a  very  limited  knowledge  of  business  affairs. 
The  result  is  that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  at  the  death  of  the  husband,  the 
settlement  of  the  estate  is  put  into  the  hands  of  administrators  or  executors, 
who  too  often  prove  “interested  financiers,”  materially  affecting  the  future 
comfort  and  prosperity  of  the  “widow  and  children.” 

There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  women,  natural  guardians  as  they 
are,  should  be  kept  in  ignorance  in  both  theory  and  practice  in  business  affairs. 
They  should  be  educated  with  a  view  to  usefulness  in  society  as  well  as 
ornament.  They  can  enter  the  College  at  any  time,  and  pursue  any  or  all 
of  the  branches — Book  keeping,  Penmanship,  Arithmetic,  Telegraphy,  etc. 
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When  to  Commence. 

Students  enter  at  any  time  with  equal  advantages,  there  being  no  vacation 
during  the  year,  and  no  teaching  done  in  classes. 

Necessary  Preparation. 

A  fair  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  English  branches  is  sufficient  preparatory 
qualifications  for  enteiing  upon  the  Course. 

Time. 


The  time  usually  required  to  complete  the  Business  Course  varies  from  four 
to  six  months,  according  to  energy  and  capacity  of  the  student. 
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Students  from  a  distance  are  provided  with  good  accommodations,  either 
at  Private  Boarding  Houses  or  Hotels,  such  as  we  can  recommend — at  rates 
varying  from  $3.50  to  $4.50  per  week. 

Permanent  Scholarships. 

Scholarships  bought  will  admit  the  holder  at  either  locality  with  equal 
privileges.  Sold  upon  application  for  admission  at  the  College. 

Deductions. — When  students  enter  in  clubs  of  two,  three,  or  more,  a  de¬ 
duction  of  $5  on  each  scholaiship  will  be  made. 

Arrivals. 

Students  upon  arriving  in  town,  should  at  once  report  at  the  College,  in 
Hagerstown,  north-west  corner  Centre  Square;  Cumberland,  Gebhart’s  Build¬ 
ing,  Centre  street ;  Lancaster,  corner  of  North  Queen  street  and  Centre  Square, 
and  be  conducted  to  such  boarding  places  as  they  may  select.
